WASHINGTON I Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates asked Congress Wednesday to approve 
nearly $190 billion for the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan in 2008, increasing initial pro- 
jections by more than a third. 

The spending request guaranteed another 
showdown between the Bush administra- 
tion and congressional Democrats, includ- 
ing Sen. Robert Byrd, who declared the 
Appropriations Committee he chairs would 
not “rubber stamp” the request. 


Testifying before the panel, Gates said 
the extra money was necessary to buy vehi- 
cles that can protect troops against roadside 
bombs, refurbish equipment worn down by 
combat and consolidate U.S. bases in Iraq. A 
copy of the remarks was obtained in advance 
by The Associated Press. 

In February, President Bush requested 
$141.7 billion for the wars; officials said at the 
time the figure was only a rough estimate and 
could climb. In July, the Defense Department 


asked Congress for another 
$5.3 billion to buy 1,500 
Mine Resistant Ambush 
Protected vehicles. 

The $190 billion total 
would cover war costs for 
the 2008 budget year, 
which begins Monday. 
Congress was on track this 
week to pass a stopgap spending bill that would 
keep the war afloat for several more weeks, 
giving Democrats time to figure out their next

LOS ANGELES I A mercury-based 
preservative once used in many 
vaccines does not raise the risk 
of neurological problems in chil- 
dren, concludes a large federal 
study that researchers say should 
reassure parents about the safety of 
shots their kids received a decade 
or more ago. 

However, the study did not exam- 
ine autism — the developmental dis- 
order that some critics blame on vac- 
cines. A separate study due out in a 
year will look at that issue, said sci- 
entists at the federal Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention, which 
led the latest analysis and published 
results in Thursday’s New England 
Journal of Medicine.

Spector Trial Ends Without Verdict 


Mistrial is declared 
in proceedings against 
famed music producer 

LOS ANGELES I The murder trial of 
music producer Phil Spector ended 
in a mistrial Wednesday because of 
a deadlocked jury. 

The mistrial came on the 12th 
day of deliberations on whether 
Spector murdered actress Lana 
Clarkson more than Wi years ago. 
The 12 -member panel had heard 
about five months of testimony. 

The jury foreman reported the 
panel was deadlocked 10 to 2 but did 
not indicate which way it was lean- 
ing. The jury reported a 7-5 impasse 
last week and had resumed delib- 
erations. 

“At this time, I will find that the 
jury is unable to arrive at a verdict

The defense contended through- 
out the trial that Clarkson had 
personal problems and died of a 
self-inflicted wound that was an 
accident or a suicide. 

Prosecutors presented Spector’s 
chauffeur, who said that he heard a 
“pow” and that Spector then came 
outside with a gun in his hand and 
said: “I think I killed somebody.” 

Prosecutors also called five 
women from Spector’s past who 
testified that he terrorized them 
with guns when they tried to leave

Myanmar Crackdown Turns Deadly 


Up to 8 people killed 
as junta opens fire 
on protesting monks 

BANGKOK I Ending nine days of 
restraint, Myanmar’s military rul- 
ers cracked down on protesting Bud- 
dhist monks Wednesday, with secu- 
rity forces opening fire, shooting tear 
gas canisters, swinging truncheons 
and making scores of arrests. 

The government said on state 


television and radio that one man, 
30, was killed, apparently hit by a 
ricocheting shell, according to The 
Associated Press. The government 
said three people were wounded, 
two men ages 25 and 27, and a 47- 
year-old woman; they were not hurt 
by gunshots but from being caught 
in a melee, the AP said. 

MaungMaung, secretary general 
of the National Council of the Union 
of Myanmar, a Thailand-based exile 
group, said he had reports from a 


Rangoon hospital that four protest- 
ing monks were treated for bullet 
wounds and a fifth had died after 
being shot. Other dissident groups 
and news reports said up to eight 
people, including at least five 
monks, have been killed. 

The resort to violence suggested 
the military junta has decided to put 
an end to what has become the coun- 
try’s most serious political uprising 
since 1988, even at the price of more 
opprobrium from abroad. 


Despite the crackdown, an 
estimated 5,000 maroon-robed 
monks, joined by an equal num- 
ber of cheering students and other 
lay democracy activists, marched in 
two columns through the center of 
Myanmar’s largest city, Rangoon. 

The protesters came in defiance 
of orders handed down Tuesday ban- 
ning gatherings of five or more peo- 
ple and imposing a dusk-to-dawn 
curfew in Rangoon and Mandalay.

Hungry Somalis 
Cope With Crisis 


Food shortage adds to 
woes of a country that 
is plagued by disasters 

jowhar, SOMALIA I Some days, Lul 
Haji Adam listens to her youngest 
son wail with hunger as she scru- 
pulously divides up the food she has 
scraped together between the 65 
members of her extended family. 

But the Somali mother, who lives 
in the relatively quiet middle region of 
Somalia, would never dream of clos- 
ing the door on relatives fleeing the 
fighting in the capital, Mogadishu. 

“I have so many mouths to feed. 
Sometimes, when there is nothing, 
I feel responsible,” she explained, 
squatting with her daughters by a 
pile of sacks containing grain and 
beans distributed by the U.N.’s 
World Food Program. 

Relief workers say this year most 
Somalis have had to cope with a 
series of disasters: floods, drought, 


violence and rising inflation. And 
now those Somalis living outside 
Mogadishu, which has suffered 
nearly daily violence, have to cope 
with relatives fleeing the capital to 
seek refuge with them, stretching 
them to the limit. 

Already, 1.5 million of Somalia’s 
estimated 7 million people need food 
aid. Nearly 300,000 face severe food 
shortages, aid workers say. 

The hunger is at its most acute 
in the southern Somalia region of 
Shabelle that has served as the 
country’s breadbasket. Poor rains 
have yielded the worst harvest in 13 
years, and an influx of 80,000 peo- 
ple to Jowhar, fleeing Mogadishu, 
has pushed up food prices beyond 
the reach of many locals. 

“We cannot really improve 
their lives,” said Peter Goossens, 
the World Food Program’s Soma- 
lia country director. “All we can real- 
ly do is to stop them from falling off 
the edge.”

GM, UAW Reach Accord 



Tentative deal brings 
an end to autoworkers’ 
strike after 2 days 

DETROIT I General Motors Corp. 
won its struggle to unload 
$51 billion in retiree health costs and 
improve competitiveness in the lat- 
est round of contract talks with the 
United Auto Workers, but not with- 
out a short-lived strike that wrung 
promises out of GM to keep jobs at 
U.S. plants. 

The two sides tentatively agreed 
Wednesday to a groundbreaking 
agreement that allows GM to move 
its unfunded retiree health care costs 
into an independent trust adminis- 
tered by the UAW. The union also 
agreed to lower wages for some work- 
ers. In exchange, the UAW won com- 
mitments from GM to invest in U.S. 
plants, bonuses and an agreement to 
hire thousands of temporary work- 
ers, which will boost UAW member- 


ship, according to a person who was 
briefed on the contract. The person 
requested anonymity. 

Wall Street applauded news of 
the deal, sending GM shares up 
9 percent in afternoon trading. 

The union said the agreement 
with the nation’s largest auto- 


maker was reached shortly after 
3 a.m. The UAW canceled its two- 
day strike about an hour later and 
workers were back in GM’s 80 U.S. 
facilities Wednesday afternoon. GM 
lost production of about 25,000 vehi- 
cles due to the strike, according to 
CSM Worldwide Inc. (ap)

MLB is thriving with 
more parity — or, as 
some say, mediocrity 

BASEBALL I Baseball has discov- 
ered the formula for boom times 

— parity. 

There aren’t any dominant teams 
as the sport prepares for its play- 
offs next week. Franchises with .500 
records headed into the final month 
of the season with postseason hopes 

— which kept fans filling ballparks 
at record- setting levels. 

Even a cellar- dweller such as 
Tampa Bay may wind up with a 
dubious distinction — the Devil 
Rays (65-92) could finish with 
the best winning percentage for 
the worst team in the major leagues 
(.414) since the 1900 New York 
Giants went 60-78 (.435), accord- 
ing to the Elias Sports Bureau. 

For only the second time in 
major league history (the other 
was in 2000), a season could end 
with no club playing .600 ball or 
better and no team with lower than 
a .400 winning percentage. 

“It’s good for baseball,” Chicago 
Cubs manager Lou Piniella said. “More 
interest, more towns involved.” 


With so many teams in conten- 
tion, baseball will top the average 
attendance mark that has stood 
since 1994, before a disastrous 
734-month strike caused a steep 


decrease. All those occupied seats 
have translated into piles of cash: 
Baseball estimated this week that 
revenue will be approximately 
$5.7 billion this year, an increase 


of $500 million. 

“To think that the average club 
will draw over 2.6 million, it’s stun- 
ning,” baseball commissioner Bud 
Selig said this week. “You go back 
in history and there’s nothing like 
it, absolutely nothing like it.” 

Only five or six teams will fall 
shy of 2 million — with Florida and 
Tampa Bay lagging at the bottom. 

“The more teams we can keep in 
the mix, the more fun it is for every- 
body,” Mets pitcher Tom Glavine 
said. “Fans want their teams to 
have a chance. Players don’t want 
to go into places where it’s going 
to be a layup that you’re going to 
win two of three or sweep. We all 
like to play in an atmosphere, and 
we all like to play in games that 
matter.” 

But the price has been what some 
would call mediocrity. 

“When you look at teams like 
Tampa Bay or the Marlins who 
might not have great records, 
they’re dangerous teams. They’re 
not knockovers like last-place teams 
used to be,” the Mets’ Jeff Conine 
said. “Look at Baltimore. Baltimore 
has beaten the heck out of the Yan- 
kees this year. And Baltimore’s ter- 
rible.”

WOMEN’S WORLD CUP I Greg Ryan 
will be seen as a savvy strategist 
if it works.

For 31 years, Alan Rosen has built a 
successful career as a professional 
baseball card dealer, but his real 
pride is an army of robots. 

Rosen has amassed a robot 
collection now 609 large, worth a 
total of $1.2 million. He keeps every 
single one in individual shrink- 
wrapped plastic cases displayed 
in cabinets in his home office in 
Montvale, N. J.

onstrates real dedication, the kind 
that has built countless collections 
of Beanie Babies, stamps and state 
quarters. And in the current stock 
market turmoil, the possibility of 
making money from collectibles 
may appeal to those looking for a 
different place to invest. 

Certified financial planner Ellen 
Dorle said the value in collecting 
depends largely on the items. A pas- 
sionate collector may spot value that 
others miss, she said. 

“If something is old and it has 
some scarcity to it, it may eventu- 
ally be worth something to some- 
body,” Dorle said. “The question is: 
Who is that person, and how do you 
find them?” 

Rosen, who is known in the col- 
lectors circuit as Mr. Mint, sells

an average of $4 million worth 
of baseball cards per year and 
makes roughly 21 percent profit 
before expenses. 

Wine is a gaining popularity as 


a collectible among amateurs and 
professionals, thanks to growing 
demand leading to sharp price 
hikes. That has drawn interest from 
investors who have created funds to 
treat wine much like stocks. 

Former investment banker Steve 
Bachmann founded Vinfolio — a 
San Francisco company that sells 
wine through its Web site, stores 
bottles for clients and helps them 
catalog their cellars. 

Bachmann generally doesn’t 
encourage wine collecting as an 
investment strategy, but he concedes 
that in recent years wine has proven 
to be a good investment. 

“I don’t in general advocate peo- 


ple treating wine as an asset class, 
like securities, partly because that’s 
not what it’s intended for,” Bach- 
mann said. “It’s intended to be 
consumed.” 

Irrationality seems to creep into 
most collecting markets. 

Rosen said this year there is a 
set of baseball cards featuring the 
greatest players of all time. The 
17,300 cards come in different 
styles and colors. 

“Now, that is really for a sick- 
ness,” Rosen said. “Try to collect 
17,300 of something just because it 
has a little different picture or little 
different word — that’s where I have

Colleges are teaching 
MBA students how to 
save the environment 

Business professor John Stay- 
ton remembers when eyes would 
start rolling at the idea of a “green 
MBA.” 

These days, business schools 
across the country are incorporat- 
ing the environmental and social 
costs of doing business into their 
curricula, and a few, like the pro- 
gram Stayton directs at Dominican 
University of California, aim for an 
all-green program. 

The goal? How to succeed in 
business without really frying the 
planet. 

“Essentially, we’ve got to change 
the way we’re doing everything 
and making everything,” Stay- 
ton said. 

The move to balance economy 
and ecology is showing up all over, 
said Rich Leimsider, director of the 


Center for Business Education at 
the Aspen Institute, a leadership 
think tank. 

“It matters what the senior 
executives of companies do, say 
and think,” Leimsider said. “If 
you can change business educa- 


tion to include an appreciation for 
the social and environmental con- 
text, you wind up with leaders who 
are really good at creating value all 
around.” 

The Stanford Graduate School 
of Business introduced a joint

degree program for MBA students 
in environment and resources in 
April. Another initiative teams the 
business and engineering school for 
a course in which students use con- 
cepts from both disciplines to solve 
problems. This year, one project 
involved developing a safe, cheap 
and easy-to -power LED light for 
people who don’t have electric- 
ity, an alternative to dangerous 
and relatively expensive kerosene 
lamps. 

On the East Coast, officials at 
Duke University’s Fuqua School 
of Business plan to launch an ini- 
tiative with Duke’s environmental 
school that will study the emerging 


field of doing business in a sustain- 
able context. 

“What we’re seeing at Duke, and 
we’re seeing this probably every- 
where, is the business communi- 
ty now has reached a point where 
they recognize that to be globally 
competitive, you have to have an 
understanding of the risks and the 
opportunities that natural environ- 
ments pose for firms,” said Michael 
Lenox, associate professor of busi- 
ness. “We’re seeing recruiters and 
the like asking that of our students: 
Do they have that knowledge?” 

The new programs maybe envi- 
ronmentally friendly, but they’re still 
all-business. 

“We want people who gradu- 
ate from our program to be able 
to go toe to toe with MBAs from 
Stanford, Harvard ... all the other 
fine business schools,” said Miguel 
Esteban of the Bainbridge Gradu- 
ate Institute in Washington state, 
which offers a green MBA. “We 
would be doing them an injustice 
if we weren’t giving them those core 
competencies.” 

The result is an executive with 
an edge, Lenox said. 

“This is a huge area of opportu- 
nity,” agreed Stayton. “The goal is 
for our students to be in positions 
where the more successful they are 
at advancing their initiatives, the 
more money they’ll be earning.”

Vera Wang’s new 
Kohl’s line is the 
designer’s latest hit 

Few designers are as prolific as 
Vera Wang. 

Working as an editor and stylist 
at Vogue for 16 years before mov- 
ing to Polo Ralph Lauren Corp. as a 
design director, she later built one of 
the world’s best-known bridal busi- 
nesses. She’s now branched out to 
other apparel: Her high-end col- 
lection this fall features $1,700 
military- style jackets and $2,800 
gowns; her mid-price Lavender 
Label runs from $350 skirts and 
pants to $900 dresses. Her licens- 
ing operations range from eyeware 
to china. All told, her privately held 
empire generated at least $225 mil- 
lion in wholesale sales last year. 

Now, Wang, 58, has designed a 
line of dresses starting at $68 and 


handbags starting at $49 for dis- 
count chain Kohl’s Corp, bearing 
the name Simply Vera Wang. 

The cheap -chic apparel, acces- 
sories and home goods were quick- 
ly snapped up when they arrived 
at more than 800 Kohl’s stores on 
Sept. 9, disproving those who said 
the line will weaken Wang’s image. 
(Don’t fret: More drops will contin- 
ue through early October.) 

The Chinese -American design- 
er recently took a break from her 
busy schedule to discuss the new 
line. 

What’s on your mind as you launch 
this Kohl’s line? 

I have never gone this path, so it 
is a big job for me. I don’t con- 
sider it a jump down; I consider 
it a jump across to a much bigger 
world. Being able to dress so many 
more women, to me, as a designer, 
is a privilege. Sure, I love the new

Myanmar Protest 

TOM MALINOWSKI , advocacy director 
of Human Rights Watch, was online 
Wednesdayto discuss the turmoil 
in Myanmar between protesting 
Buddhist monks and the government. 

Is the situation there still volatile? 
Are they still arresting people and 
shooting guns? 

It’s now the middle of the night 
there [11 hours ahead], so things 
are quiet. But during the day that 
just ended, there was at least some 
shooting at demonstrators and 
there may well be more tomor- 


row if and when people come out 
on the streets again. 

What are the main demands of the 
protesters? 

The monks have demanded that the 
government apologize for using vio- 
lence against them, that it release all 
political prisoners and enter [into] 
a dialogue with the opposition. It’s 
important to note that they are not, 
thus far, demanding that the gov- 
ernment step down. 

China is concerned about Myanma- 
rese officials cracking down vio- 
lently on the protesters and is pre- 
sumably taking steps behind the 
scenes to pressure them against 
doing so. But is China also con- 


cerned about a successful revolu- 
tion that would create a function- 
al democracy in Myanmar, perhaps 
giving impetus to another Chinese 
democracy movement? 

That’s exactly China’s dilemma. 
They are not likely to support a 
democratic transition for the sake 
of promoting democracy. But they 
also don’t want instability on their 
border. They don’t want their own 
image to suffer from being asso- 
ciated with another massacre like 
Tiananmen on the eve of the Bei- 
jing Olympics.

ALSOP FIRST made her mark with 
exciting, deeply felt readings of 
works by American composers 
like Samuel Barber, Michael Torke 
and her mentor, Leonard Bernstein. 
As her cycle of Johannes Brahms’ 
symphonies for Naxos recordings 
shows, she also has a sure touch in 
older European repertoire. She’s 
won both the “Artist of the Year” 
award from the British classical 
music mag Gramophone (in 2003) 
and aMacArthur “Genius” Grant (in 
2005). On Thursday night, the first 
female director of a major Ameri- 
can orchestra will lead her first 
BSO concert as music director at 
the Music Center at Strathmore. 

Many of the programs in your first 
season mix really popular works, 
like each of the nine Beethoven 


symphonies, with newer works. 

The Baltimore Symphony’s never 
done a complete Beethoven cycle in 
one season, so there’s a newness to 
that. By pairing all the Beethoven 
symphonies with contemporary 
works, four or five of them con- 
ducted by the living composers 
[who wrote the contemporary 
works], the idea is to give people 
a new perspective on something 
they’re familiar with. 

What’s behind your commitment to 
contemporary music? 

I’ve always been able to relate to 
certain contemporary music as 
music of my time and generation. 
I’ve just always been drawn to it 
— I don’t think more so than the 
standard repertoire, the Brahms 
symphonies, but the opportunities 
existed to record that [contempo- 
rary] repertoire, whereas who real- 
ly needs another Beethoven sym- 
phony cycle on record? 


Are you planning to discuss the 
newer music from the podium? 

Definitely. And I’m encouraging the 
guest conductors and the guest com- 
posers who will be conducting to do 
a little talking as well. 

How did you choose the pairing of 
John Adams’ “Fearful Symmetries” 
with Gustav Mahler’s Fifth Sym- 


phony for your opening concert? 

I wanted to do the Mahler because 
it’s a big journey piece, from the 
opening idea of this fate through 
to the triumphant end, and I 
thought it might be a nice meta- 
phor for what I’m hoping for dur- 
ing my tenure with the BSO, a real 
journey together. And I wanted to 
feature something by John Adams

because he was available to be in 
residence with us. 

Mahler uses so much popular 
music in his works — klezmer, 
military fanfares, funeral march- 
es, the Landler [folk dances], the 
waltz movement.

Synetic Theater and 
Edgar Allan Poe are 
a match made in hell 

STAGE I Just in time for Halloween, 
Synetic Theater presents a surre- 
al adaptation of Poe’s exceedingly 
creepy short story “The Fall of the 
House of Usher.” Directed by Paata 
Tsikurishvili, the show runs through 
Oct. 31 at Rossyln Spectrum. 

The play begins with movement, 
as Roderick Usher (Greg Marzullo) 
crouches on the stage, writhing 
(there’s a lot of writhing) as he suf- 
fers from what appears to be a ner- 
vous breakdown. His childhood 
friend Edgar (Theodore M. Snead) 
receives by letter a plea to visit the 
Usher house, in the hopes that a 
familiar, friendly face will help abate 
Roderick’s onset of madness. 


Edgar arrives at the house, which 
Roderick shares with his twin sis- 
ter, Madeline (Irina Koval), who 
suffers from both catalepsy and 
too much brotherly love. The last 
of their insanity-plagued line, the 


twins are held captive by the house, 
which Roderick claims is alive and 
sentient. 

Tsikurishvili personifies the 
house by casting humans to rep- 
resent its walls; Edgar’s description 


of the dwelling, “the after- dream 
of opium,” is quite apt. Roderick’s 
mental state deteriorates, especial- 
ly as he sees Edgar and Madeline 
grow closer, by her design. 

When Madeline appears to die, 
Roderick has her buried for two 
weeks in the family vault. Those 
familiar with the original work 
know how this works out. 

Synetic sends its usual move- 
ment-based theater into over- 
drive — the “house” and the humans 
spend the majority of the play fight- 
ing for supremacy. Tsikurishvili 
needs no special effects to create 
the play’s nightmarish images; he 
has his actors, erin trompeter

Nellie McKay is back 
— blonder, sharper 
and more eclectic 

MUSIC I When looking at Nellie 
McKay, it’s easy to think her mil- 
lion dollar smile serves to conceal 
her acid tongue. 

Blonde and apple- cheeked, she 
has cultivated a following over the 
course of two albums thanks in part 
to her pointed sense of humor, out- 
spoken politics and chatty live shows. 
The dichotomy between her tradi- 
tional, piano -driven melodies and 
her often dark, caustic lyrics give lis- 
teners a fresh take on both. 

The opening track to her new 
album, “Obligatory Villagers,” 
features an icily delivered, sarcas- 
tic rant called “Mother of Pearl.” 
“Feminists don’t have a sense of 
humor,” McKay coos over her piano 
and brushed drums. “Feminists just 
want to be alone/ Feminists spread 
vicious lies and rumors/ They have 
a tumor on their funny bone.” 

The former stand-up comic 
insists comedy and music can be 
a potent combination. 

“A good stand-up act is like 
music as well, in that it needs to 
have a good rhythm and a sense of 


timing,” she said. “There are some 
frat boys in the audiences, occasion- 
ally, that go, ‘Yeah, those feminists 
really should get a sense of humor ! ’ 
You can’t win them all.” 

McKay comes to the Birchmere 
on Thursday to promote “Villag- 
ers,” her third album. The venue 
has become her regular stopping 
point in the D.C. area. When asked 
why she keeps coming back to the 
Alexandria concert hall, she denied 
making a concerted effort to do the 
same thing over an over. 

“I try not to make an effort at 
anything,” she noted dryly. 

McKay’s facetiousness is easy to 
see past, especially given the com- 
plexity and theatricality of the new 
record. McKay’s music has always 
been a throwback to foregone eras,

but “Villagers” departs even further 
from modern pop conventions and 
treads on the territory of musical 
theater, Tin Pan Alley and old-fash- 
ioned jazz. 

The album, which McKay wrote, 
orchestrated and produced, features 
appearances by a variety of pres- 
tigious guests including vocalist 
Nancy Reed, pianist Eric Doney, 


alto saxophonist Phil Woods as well 
Bob Dorough, a venerable jazz sing- 
er-pianist also known as the musi- 
cal director of TV’s “Schoolhouse 
Rock” segments. 

McKay described the musicians 
as “incredible” and added that they 
elevated all of the material she gave 
them. “I think the intimidation was 
part of the excitement,” she said. 

Numbering nine songs and 
clocking in at a little over 30 min- 
utes, “Villagers” is McKay’s short- 
est album by far — her first two 
albums, “Get Away From Me” and 
“Pretty Little Head,” were both 
double albums. In fact, she says the 
album was going to be even shorter, 
but she recorded a few extra songs 
at her record label’s behest. 

Due, perhaps, in part to its brev- 
ity, “Obligatory Villagers” is McKay’s 
most consistent and unified effort 
to date. When complimented on the 
album’s cohesiveness, McKay mod- 
estly expressed surprise. 

“I probably intended it to be 
more unified than it turned out, 
so I’m glad you think it’s all one 
piece,” she said, dan miller

‘Laika’ tells the story 
of a four-legged pawn 
of Cold War politics 

PAG ES I Let’s face it, when it comes 
to communist Russia, information is 
lacking. The fall of the Soviet Union, 
however, has led to some startling 
revisions in history. 

Cartoonist Nick Abadzis came 
across some of that new informa- 
tion in 2002 and turned it into his 
graphic novel, “Laika.” 

For those uninitiated with Sovi- 
et cosmonautic history, Laika was 
the first earthling in orbit, reaching 
space in Sputnik 2 on Nov. 3, 1957- 
And she was a dog. Laika paved the 
way for manned space flight, the 
next being fellow cosmonaut Yuri 
Gagarin, the first human in orbit. 


The artist, who will be speaking 
at the National Air and Space Muse- 
um on Saturday, tells the legend of 
Laika. Abadzis mixes fact with fic- 
tion, re-creating the mongrel stray’s 
life as she’s trained and rocketed 
into the final frontier, while div- 
ing into the relationships among 
the scientists and the politics of 
the Russian space program. 

While Abadzis was taken by 
the story as a child, his interest 
was renewed as an adult. 

“Some new information came 
to light,” he said. “This was inter- 
esting simply because the Russians 
admitted basically that Laika had 
died just a few hours into the mis- 
sion from overheating and stress, 
and that was really the spark that 
set the ball rolling.” 

For a work of this scope, gather-

ing facts was both essential and dif- 
ficult. Abadzis found little informa- 
tion about Laika, and much of what 
he did find hadn’t been translated. 
With the assistance of a kind librar- 
ian, the cartoonist dug through the 
British Library and culled “a few 
choice morsels” from some of the 
more authoritative books on the 
Soviet space program. He even vis- 
ited Moscow to capture the cold, 
stoic character of the city. 

The research also helped him 
capture the even temperament 
of the animal, whose obedience 
allowed the scientists to put her 
through some very extreme train- 
ing. 

“In those days, they didn’t know 
what kind of pressures either animal 
or men could withstand,” Abadzis 
said. “They just didn’t know; it was 
all experimental, all theorized.” 

Abadzis chose to not sentimen- 
talize the story, though he points out 
that there’s no getting away from its 
chilling lesson: “This little dog was 
sent up there for a piece of propa- 
ganda. ... Tragic, but there you go.”

A Quest for Fabulous’ 
extends the imperial 
legacy of Hillwood 

MUSEUM I Cereal heiress Marjorie 
Merriweather Post moved into Hill- 
wood knowing it would become a 
museum. Formerly married to 
the U.S. ambassador to the Sovi- 
et Union, she chose the house for 
offering quiet seclusion within min- 
utes of the social whirl of Embassy 
Row and for being a perfect show- 
case for an expanding collection 
centered on pre-Revolutionary 
Russian and 18th-century French 
decorative arts. 

Post died in 1973, and Hill- 
wood opened to the public a few 
years later. The museum has not 
been frozen, though. “A Quest for 
Fabulous: Thirty Years of Collecting, 
1977-2007” chronicles the judicious 
augmentation of Post’s holdings by 
well- schooled curators possessed 


of a keen eye and a quick finger on 
the mouse. 

The exhibition is, of course, 
about fine objects — a malachite - 
veneered mantel clock, a double - 
walled Sevres creamer, a gold- 
rimmed double-walled beaker 


containing a miniature riverscape 
fashioned from materials as humble 
as moss, straw and lichen — but it 
is also about fine stories. 

Auction stories in particular. 
Knowing your field truly pays off 
when a choice piece is put on the 


block by an unwitting owner. Surf- 
ing auctions on her lunch hour, 
Liana Paredes snapped up a “Vic- 
torian Glass” goblet that was, in fact, 
crafted by Alsace-Lorraine’s Daum 
Freres to commemorate a Franco - 
Russian defense pact. Yelena Harbick 
rescued Stepan Borisovich Kurakin 
from misidentification as a Briton; 
the prince’s Order of St. Ann insig- 
nia had been overlooked by a North 
Carolina auction house. 

Although the bulk of the show is 
inside the colorful dacha erected on 
the estate’s grounds, larger pieces 
are in the house, where they mesh 
well with the rest of the museum, 
an oasis of comfort, intimacy and 
calm that often goes underappre- 
ciated in a city ever on display.

Finland’s wilds spill 
their musical secrets 
to Sinikka Langeland 

MUSIC I Finnskogen is filled with 
secrets. The “Forest of the Finns,” 
in southeastern Norway, is also the 
birthplace of Sinikka Langeland, 
a singer and kantele player — the 
plucked- string device in the zither 
family that’s the national instru- 
ment of Finland. And the mysti- 
cal music she makes on the mod- 
ern version of the kantele — all 
39 strings and five octaves of it — 
evokes the old spirits of Finnsko- 
gen like a forest sprite called forth 
by a shaman. 

Influenced by experimental jazz 
and ancient rune songs, Langeland 
said she developed her own style on 
the instrument because she grew 
up in Norway, away from kantele 
traditions. “Because I worked with 
these folk styles, this music is inside 


me,” she said. “But the way I play is 
quite free and modern.” 

For her ECM label debut, the 
gorgeous “Starflowers,” Langeland 
set the verse of Finnskogen “lum- 
berjack-poet” Hans Borli (1918-89) 
to song in a meditative journey that 
focuses on the relationship between 
man and nature. 

Several of Borli’s painterly poems 
are translated to English in the CD 
booklet, but, Langeland said, “It’s a 
difficult flavor to get in translation. 
He has this connection to this old 
way of thinking about nature — that 
it exists in everything. It’s shaman- 
ism in a way, but he’s more influ- 
enced by modern ways of think- 
ing and modern philosophies. ... 
He was working in the forest; he 
was living in the forest. ... And he 
thought about how we’re connected 
with nature — or if nature is just 
doing what it likes.” 

“Starflowers” is a spiritual 
affair, but unlike the cultures of 



continental Europe, Nordic peo- 
ple don’t have a problem celebrat- 
ing equally their pagan past and 
Christian present. 

“We’re still very close to nature, 
so we need to have it,” Langeland 
said. “And I know many people 
here say, T do not go so much to 
church, but on Sunday I really want 
to go walk in the forest. The for- 
est is a kind of cathedral to me.’ . . .

MUSIC I Adversity is nothing new 
to Dave Mustaine. The Megadeth 
guitarist and vocalist has dealt with 
everything from substance abuse 
to banned songs, from fallings- 
out with former bandmates due 
to a nerve injury that temporar- 
ily brought about his retirement 
from music. 

But 22 years into Megadeth ’s 
career, Mustaine claims he has 
a more balanced life than ever 
before. “As my life changed, I look 
at things differently now,” explained 
Mustaine. “Am I a pussy now? By 
no means. There are still things I 
see that make me angry.” 

Fans worried that Mustaine’s 
improved family and spiritual life 
would translate into a less furi- 
ous-sounding Megadeth need 
look no further than the band’s 


latest release, “United Abomina- 
tions,” to be silenced. The album 
contains tracks such as the thrashy 
“Sleepwalker” and the scathing title 
track, which lashes out at the United 
Nations. The album also contains an 


update of “A Tout le Monde,” with 
a faster tempo and backing vocals 
from Lacuna Coil’s Christina Scab- 
bia. The original 1994 recording of 
the song was banned from MTV 
and radio after it was tagged as 


pro-suicide. 

Mustaine didn’t allow it to get 
the best of him. “Where do I fit in in 
the music business? Am I in charge 
of it? No. Am I at the bottom of the 
heap? No,” he said. 

“It’s harder to fall off the roof of a 
house if you stay in the center of the 
roof. Kind of like in the Serengeti 
Desert, too. ... You’ve got a pack of 
wildebeests and the one that walks 
away from the herd over toward the 
tall grass is the dumb -ass that gets 
pounced on by the lion. There’s a 
couple of healthy reminders why 
I need to stay in the center of the 
roof.” Or, uh, in the short grass. 

Mustaine put a lot of thought 
into Megadeth ’s “Tour of Duty,” 
which makes a stop at the 9:30 
Club on Sunday night. “[Choosing 
the set list] ’s kind of like, you’ve got 
a boat with a hundred children and 
you can only take 25 of them,” Mus- 
taine said with a laugh. “‘OK, do any 
of you kids owe me money?’... I’m 
kidding.” gregoryre

Nation 

Emily King became a 
pop-R&B breakout 
artist on her terms 

M U S I C I Emily King had strong ideas 
about what kind of singer she wanted 
to be. She held onto her artistic ide- 
als in the three-year process of mak- 
ing her remarkable debut, “East Side 
Story.” Even though J Records paired 
her with A-list songwriters such as 
Sean Garrett, Raphael Saadiq and 
Ne-Yo, she eventually scrapped those 
collaborative efforts to make way for 
her own, more personal songs. 

“It never felt right collaborating 
with some of these people,” King 
explains, “I didn’t want to follow the 
formula that record labels put art- 
ists through like setting us up with 
the hot songwriters of the day.” 

As fans will hear at King’s Fri- 
day night Black Cat show — a 
special appearance tagged to the 
MN8’s tribute to Prince featuring 
Deborah Bond, Eric Roberson and 
others — the songs on “East Side 
Story” have plenty of pop-R&B 
pop appeal. Executive producers 
Peter Edge and Carl Thompson 
craft hip -hop -laden soundscapes 
that underscore King’s guitar- driv-

en melodies. “Walk in My Shoes,” 
the catchy lead single, effectively 
extrapolates Diana Ross’ disco hit

as on the mid-tempo “Colorblind,” 
which touches upon her experience 
growing up biracial, and the somber 
“Business Man,” which challenges 
the entertainment industry. 

That last move is an admirable 
one, but ironic considering she’s 
signed to a label spearheaded by 
Clive Davis, the Industry epitome of 
The Man. “I know, it’s a little hypo- 
critical,” she laughs.

It’s All ‘Well’ & Good

Lisa Kron diagnoses 
her mother in both 
sickness and health 

STAGE I Make no mistake: Lisa 
Kron’s “Well” is not about her 
relationship with her mother. It is 
a “theatrical exploration of a uni- 
versal experience,” her stage repre- 
sentation (Emily Ackerman) repeat- 
edly assures the audience. 

Except, of course, that the play 
is totally about Lisa’s mother, Ann 
(Nancy Robinette) and the daugh- 
ter’s struggle to cope with Mom’s 
years of inactivity due to a mysteri- 
ous and possibly psychosomatic ill- 
ness. The production, currently fill- 
ing Arena Stage’s Fichandler Arena, 
is “like a solo show with other people 
in it,” as Lisa describes it. 

Lisa sets out to examine the 
concepts of illness and wellness 
through the experiences of her 
and her mother, who suffers from 
“allergies,” which are — according 
to Ann — “a highly underrated, sin- 
ister force.” That force has rendered 


Ann virtually recliner-ridden and 
threatened Lisa’s own well-being 
in college, when Lisa was forced 


to check into a high-profile aller- 
gy clinic. 

As Lisa describes it, however, 


Ann had bouts of vivacity, which 
spurred her to create a movement 
to integrate the family’s Michigan 


neighborhood. The neighborhood 
was sick, she said, and Ann made it 
well, using integrated social activi- 
ties — such as costume parties and 
Fourth of July parades — as a cor- 
nerstone. 

The dichotomy between illness 
and wellness lies at the heart of 
Kron’s play. It’s a messy issue, so 
Kron and director Kyle Donnelly

employ a chaotic structure to tell 
the story. 

Lisa will just begin to tell a story 
when Ann interrupts to chastise her 
for not telling it right.

And beware the 
bully from Lisa’s past, who inter- 
rupts the action at the most inop- 
portune times.

Marsha Ambrosius 
isn’t ready to put 
aside her solo plans 

MUSIC I Once upon a microphone, 
a somewhat shy Marsha Ambrosi- 
us dreamed of solo success.

Ambro- 
sius says there couldn’t be a better 
time for it. 

“[Producer Dr.] Dre approach- 
ing at the time he did was ideal for 
me, because it really was my next 
move,” she said. “I would never have 
guessed he would approach me to 
do a solo project.” 

That solo venture hits streets 
early next year. Until then, the siren 
is touring with exclusive tracks cour- 
tesy of “[herself] and Dr. Dre.” She’s 
also putting her stamp on projects 
from Mario and Alicia Keys.

Sound of 
The Wild 


Rocker Eddie Vedder 
gives ‘Into the Wild’ 
its own musical voice 

TRAILBLAZERS I Oscar winner Sean 
Penn and songwriter Eddie Vedder 
have been close friends for more than 
a decade. The two became acquaint- 
ed when the Pearl Jam frontman 
wrote a few songs for the 1995 
drama “Dead Man Walking.” 

So when Penn needed someone 
to write and record some songs 
for “Into the Wild,” a drama he 
wrote and directed, he enlisted 


Vedder’s help. 

“I’d written the script to be told 
in part through song,” says Penn, 
seated next to his friend and col- 
laborator. “I was about halfway 
through shooting and I start- 
ed thinking, ‘This is it — this is 
Eddie’s voice.’” 

Vedder wrote nine songs and 
recorded two others. (Penn also 
included compositions from Michael 
Brook and Kaki King.) 

To prepare, Vedder read “Into 
the Wild,” Jon Krakauer’s nonfic- 
tion book about Chris McCandless, 
a 22 -year- old college graduate who

embarked on a remarkable cross- 
country solo adventure of personal 
discovery in the early 1990s. He also 
watched Penn’s rough cut of the film 
starring Emile Hirsch. 

McCandless’ adventure took 
him from his Georgia college to 
South Dakota, down the rapids 
of the Grand Canyon, to the Ari- 
zona and California desert and 


finally to the wilds of Alaska. And 
Vedder’s music, with its hypnot- 
ic melodies and uplifting lyrics, 
reflects McCandless’ journey to 
understand himself and his place 
in the world. 

While both Penn and Vedder are 
known for outspoken liberal politi- 
cal stances, Penn insists “Into the 
Wild” is not a political film. 


When asked whether McCand- 
less’ ill-prepared trip to Alaska’s 
unforgiving wilderness could be 
considered a metaphor for Ameri- 
ca’s Middle East policy, Penn flashes 
a rare smile then shakes his head. 

“No, I don’t see that,” he says. 
“Chris wasn’t putting babies at risk. 
Intentions count for a lot.” angela
